It is stated the 
Government policy will be to place’ the restoration and preservation 
of order as far as poasible in Irish hands. Hereanent the “Irish 
Times” declares that the Republican Armies will accept the challenge 
and the stage will be set for the tragedy of civil war. On the other 
band the leading Ulster Unionists declare that the creation of the 
new force, for which one hundred thousand can be enrolled, is the 
only enconraging sign in the Irish situation and it will go 2 long 
way towards averting the disaster which seemed inevitable last week.

MISS LENA ASHWELL'S 
EXPERIMENT. 


MUNICIPAL THEATRES FOR 
LONDON. . | 


Five or six monicipal theatres 
are to be ‘started in London in 
Octdber, the boroughs in which 
the magers are providing a halt 
for Miss Lena Ashwell’s com- 
pany to- give one performance 
every week being Battersea, 
Camberwell, and Shoreditch: 
Bathoal Green. Stepnoy. and 
Bow, which is part of Poplar, 
uniting in the People’s -Palacez 
and probably Fulham. and 
Hacknes. .

THE COAL CRISS. 


It was quite an encouraging 
ray of hope that Reuter gave us 
by his cables on the Home cos! 
crisis yesterday. All parties are 
confident that peace is still pos- 
sible, and although ‘there are 
still many things that may upset 
matters the very fact that that 
confidence exists is an augury of 
value. The greatest cause for 
hope is the fact ‘that the 
miners have extended an invi- 
tation to Sir Robert Horne to 
meet the Miners’ Executive—an 
invitation that has been met with 
a prompt response. When ‘die- 
contented workers who have 
balloted for a strike 
eend an invitation to the 
Minister for Labour .to meet 
them after one abortive 
conference it marks an altitude 
of unquestionable concilistion. 
Reuter tells us that the path to a 
compronsise satisfying both sides 
is strewn with difficulties—a fact 
that we knew already secing that 
the miners have hitherto refused 
to .weparate their demand for 
increased wages from a demand 
for cheaper coal.

SAVED BY THEIR PIG TAILs. 


Sept, 93nd.— A smart rescue of 
two Chinese sailors were effected 
in the harbour this morning 
close to the P. and QO. steamer 
Ancona. At9.15 as the Ancona 
was coming up to her busy 
aud ‘preparations were in the 
usual way, made for lowering ber 
board, two Chinege seamen were 
seen to falloverboard and struggle 
for dear life inthe water, being 
apparently unable to - swirn. 
Fortunately the Hongkong Hotel 
launch, ever on the, alert for 
incoming passengers. was cota 
great way off and the lynxeyed 
Ruoner who had charge of her 
had not failed to notice the ac- 
cident. Quickly as lightining be 
putthe helm of the Isunch over, 
and in next of oo time, had hold 
of the half drowned Chicamen 
by their pig tails and a moment 
or two later hauled them on board.

In a report of theirs, dated the 
1Lth instant, a firm ofship brokers 
in the Colony say:—We last went 
to press on the 28th ult, and have 
to report that, in the meantime, 
what little business has been 
transacted has beea practically 
all in the nature of trip-fixtures, en- 
quiries for vessela on time charter 
being, to all intents and pur- 
poses,nil. For Saigon-Hongkong 
rates remain the samo as lest 
advised, namely, about 20 
cente per picul, a small Nor- 
wegian having accepted: this 
figure for a full cargo of 25/27,000 
picule, <A medium-sized local 
coaster of 34/36,000 accepted a 
lumpsum of: $7,000 and another 
well-known vessel closed a part 
cargo of 40,030 piculs at 20 cents. 
For Saigon-Fhilippines the rate 
still etands at 35 cents per picul 
for one discharge port, but we 
hear of only one further 
closure in consequence of 
the Philippine markets being 
now elightly overstocked. There- 
after a small outeider indicated 
she would accept 40cents per pical, 
but charterers countered with 30, 
so that no business eventuated. 
For catie business two further 
trips have been negotiated for two 
local coasters, at slightly increae- 
ed rates, and more could probably 
be done. We hear a rumour to 
the effect that the: Wuhu rice 
crop is likely to be a good ane 
and the owners of coastal tonnage 
will probably be drawing back 
some of their scattcred tonnage 
for loading at this -port during 
October. A number of fixtures 
have been made in the direction 
ef Newchang and Dalay to Hong- 
kong and Cantdn, four China 
Navigation Company: vessels be- 
ing reported closed for loading 
late September and first half 
October, the rates beingin each 
case 30 cents per picul for loads 
of 25,000 or over, and in one case 
52 cente for 20.000 piculs, at 
charterers’ option 25,000 picu 
30 cents. The Java-Hozgkouz 
market remains as last reported.

Armed bandits are taking advan: 
tage of the situation and terroris- 
ing the countryside, with the 
result that chop keepers even 
outside the war area are closing 
down. Itis impossible to eum up 
the situation with any degree of 
accuracy, for the unexpected 
always happens in China. There 
have been rumours in Manchester 
of large onlers being placed for 
far Eastern markets, presumably, 
a good deal further East than 
Hongkong ! .

Dear Sir—{ have given 
directions that 2 copy of the Blue 
Book on “Tie Evacuation of 
North Russia,” issued to Parlia- 
ment last Friday, shall be sent ta 
sou forthe use and information 
of members of yourcountsil. Since 
you are taking so much interest 
io Russian affairs, your members 
ought to make it ticir business to 
study it with attention. 

You will not ficd ane reference 
in the Blue Booktothe canver- 
sation which [had with. General 
Golovin in May. The reasca is 
that this conversation played do 
part in the course of events; that 
it took place, as sou willeee fram 
the Blue Book (page 10), after the 
Cabinet decisions had been taken, 
and that the account of it is in- 
accurate and, in many respects, 
notably those to which sou refer, 
quite untrue. It would not be 
right to number a Blue Book, 
which is a record of facte and 
actions with trivial and mislead. 
ing stories. 

The charge in your resolution 
of” showing contempt for’ public 


opinion “ was not, however, made- 


egainst ‘me, but against the 
House of Commeans, and oo this 
point I referred routothe Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party. I showed 
you (ia a letter that was. publish- 
ed in The Bulletin aa Manday, 
July 26) that there were at least 
four occasioas remaining befare 
the end of the session on which 
your Parliamentary leaders 
could, if they wish, have a debate 
on this subject or an any other 
matter connected with Russia,

You will observe, however, that 
your Parliamentary leaders have 
decided, according to the publish- 
ed report: “That to give Mr.

Ty is not, 
however, the British who ara 
making war. butthe Russian Bol- 
sheviks. They are at this 
moment invading Poland and 
trampling down its freedom. 
They are doing their best ta light 
the names of war in Persia, 
Afghanistan. and, if possible, ia 
India. Their avowed intention 
is to procure by violence are- 
volution in every country. 

Oaly last week- they ‘eant a 
formal letter 
Labour Party urging them to 
start “a heavy civil - war™ 
throughout England and Scot- 
land.

DOUBLE, DEALING? 


Whilst, like all fair-minded Britishers, we want to see Germany 
given a fair deal and a real chance te mconstruct her affairs after 
the disastrous experience that bas been hers, we have never lost 
sight of the point that in military mat:ers the Allies will need to be 
ever on the alert in seeing that the provisions of the Verssilles 
Treaty are Faithfully observed. Yesterday a cable came to hand 
stating that a famous Prussian Cadet School, the principal 
notsery for Prussian oMcers in pre-war days, which was closed in 
accordance with the Treaty, has been reopened and is being 
conducted on the old lines. Indeed, we are told that: the old order 
has been completely restored, excepting the uniforms. That isa 
serious state of affairs, and if it should prove to mean an attempt to 
keep alive the old Prussian spirit of militarism, then it will bear out 
fears which have for a long time been held that the Old Gang is 
still hard ot work bebind the scenes. 

Nos: long after the armistice. the Tunes warned the Government 
and the public the: Germany was revolved to reconstitute ber Army 
upon the traditional lines of Prussian Militarism. and thst journal 
bas again recently returned to the subject, alleging that the idea of 
evading the military terms of the Peace Treaty is still animating the 
leaders of Germans to-day. In & lengthy article, which we hase 
jost-been reading, it is asserted that Germany is seeking her 
object by resorting to devices by which Prussia furtively 
enrolled the “People in Arms” in the years that followed 
the collspse of 1806. Not Jong after the armistice in 1918, 
as we all know, new military formations under hali-a-dozen 
‘Rames were enrolled. but, according to what we now read, 
although some of these forces have been ostggsjbly dissolved in 
response to Allied complaints, through their names having been 
changed, in substance the most effective have been preserved. 
Although Germans bas pledged her oath and honour not to main- 
tain @ copscrips Army. according to the authority which we are 
quoting she has not repealed ber. conscription law. It is, indeed, 
still ia force, and every German of military age is still bound to 
serve under its provisions. They are serving. There is no difficulty 
aboot getting recruits. They are being passed through the mill of 
the Reichswebr of the German democratic -Republic precisely as 
the Krumpers were passed throngb the mill ct the royal Prussian 
Army of the Hobenzollerns in preparation for 1813. Esch batch of 
recruits is kept with the colours for a few weeks, and then sent 
home to make room for the next. They are sent home, but their 
addresses are carefoliy registered. A high proportion of the veteran 

' regulars demobilized are not even sent home. They are transferred 
from the ranks of the Reichswehr to the sham police forces or to 

_ other organizations undor a civilian disguise from which they can be 
intmediately called up. On pé&per, indeed, the whole military 

’ population can be called up almost aa expeditiously as in August, 
1914. The old lists and indexes hsve been preserved and brought 
‘ap the date. Upto enc including last year’s class, the system is 
complete. Special care is davoted to the retention of nou-commis- 
‘Sioned officers and members of the technical services. Neither can 
a: be improvised; both are indispensable for the projected conscript 
army. The N.C.0.'s are necessary to give the finishing touches to 
F.;. the Krumpera; the technicians to handle their special weapons and 
fe instruments, from heavy guns and aircraft to field telegraphs and 


poison gases. 
I¢ will be re-called that the Peace Treaty limits the German Army 
‘to 200,000, which hus to be reduced by January next year to 100,000, 
and that Germany bas been pleading against this further reduction. 
From what the Times says, it is from no mere desire to have a 
second 100,000 that her military leaders are opposing this reduction, 
but because the 200,00 can be distributed into 17 divisions, and by 
plaos slready in partie! operation, these divisions can be readily 
expanded into es many Army Corps. Thus the skeleton of the old 
‘pre-war German Army would be practicslly. complete. If these 
be things are true—and the re-opening of this Prussian Cadet School! 
fe-lends colour to the betief—then it would seem that the. old militar. 
ists aro still pulling the strings. That: is why the ‘Allies should, so 
far as military matters go, set their face in most detarmined manner 
against the least compromise with Germany. If is 
still in force, then the Allice wust insist on killing it..If this 
Oadet School is again open, in defiance of: the provisions of the 
ZDreaty, then it'must be .shut down without farther: ;

thatthe Preaident of tha French 
Republic is the head of Britain's 
closest ally, one cannot help 
entertaining feelings of real 
sympathy for M. Deschanel, 
whoso carly retirement from office 
is predicted. After many years 
of devoted servica to his country 
his reward came in January of 
this year, whan he was mest 
enthusiastically voted to the 
position of First Citizen. And 
then, through an = anfortunata 
accident whilst travelling, ha 
suffered a mental and. physical 
shock, fhe affects of which 
have gradually lessened his 
capacity to discharge tha impart- 
ant and onerous duties that his 
position carries with it. Onecan 
wall imagine this brilliant veteran 
proodly taking the place he had 
carved out for himself in the hope 
and belief that he would have 
been spared tor his full term 
to bave continued his services to 
the country he loved so well. But 
the hand of Chance has intervened 
and, judging, from the reports to 
hand, M. Deschanel of to-day is 
an elderly gentleman who must 
always be attended. It is in- 
teresting. to note that only fourof 
President Deschanel’s prede- 
cessors of the Third Republic 
served for their foll terms of 
seven years, these being Gravy, 
Loubet, Fallieres and Poincare. 
The first Presdent, M. Thiars, 
guided the destinies of France 
for 21 months, bat the septennial 
period was not adopted until the 
Presidency of bis successor, 
Marshal Macmahdn, who, bow- 
ever, was involved in an anti- 
Republican plot.and resigned afte> 
being in office five years and eight 
months. President Carnot had 
served the fall term all but six 
months when he was assassinat- 
ed. and President Faure died 


? term to his credit was 
Casimir Perier, who succeeded 
President Carno:, and six months 
later resigned owing to a. differ- 
ence of opinion with the Cabinet. 
M. Deschanel, if his resignation 
comes agsoon as is expected, will, 
have gone nesr to beating even 
shat short reenrd.

THE COAL CRISIS. 


It was quite an encouraging 
ray of hope that Reuter gave us 
by bis cables on the Home coal 
crisis yesterday. All parties ara 
confident that peace is ‘still pos- 
sible, and although there are 
sill mans things that may upse: 
matters the very fact that that 
confidence exists is an augury of 
value. The greatest cause for 
hope is the fact that the 
miners have extended an invi- 
tation to Sir Robert Horne to 
meet the Miners’ Executive—en 
invitation that has been met with 
& prompt response. When dis- 
contented workers who have 
balloted for a strike 
send an ‘invitation to the 
Minister for Labour to meet 
them after one abortive 
conference it marks an attitude 
of wnoauestionable concilistion. 
Reuter tells us that the path toe 
compromise satisfying both sides 
is stréwn with difficolties—a fact 
that we knew already seeing that 
the miners bave hitherto refused 
to separate their desmend for 
increased wages from = demand 
for cheaper coal. If they had only 
asked for one thing at @ time 
there roight have been a better 
chance of satisfying them. And 
itis almost hopeless for us out 
here to try to judge of the real 
facts. The Government has issued 
one sat of figures that makes 
the miners’ demands look like 
& piece of exaggerated tom- 
foolery: whilst the miners 
have replied with other figures 
that give the'lie to the official 
statement... The oaly aspect of the 
case that we are really concerned 
with ia that, thanks to the power 
thatit has gained through organ- 
isation, Labour is in s position to 
dictate its own terms to the Gov- 
ernment under a threat of 
complete industrial stagnation.

AMERICAN JUDGE'S 
DNIQUE DECISION. 


Under kemarkable ‘precedent 
just established, by the Criminal 
Courts at foa Angeles (Cal) a 
tetarned soldier ia justified in 
killing the man who wan the lava 
of his wife and broke up his home 
during his abence on the bat- 
rlefield. The case was that of 
Captain Charles L. Stocks, who 
killed Dr. Ernest E. Roberts. 
Declaring that tha soldier’ home 
toust be protected irom intasion. 
Judge Gavin Craig did not even 
permis the case,to go to the jury, 
but accepted the. findings of a 
probation officer. He said: “TE 
agree With the probation officer 
that a jury of 12 women and 
man would acquit the defendant, 
He is, therefore, sentenced to 10 
years on probation.” 

The investigation conducted by 
the probation offices revealed an 
astonishing state of facts.
